Thus, when American troops 


arrive in the substantial number 
now planned, they will be 
operating on a tight leash under 
orders restricting them to open- 
field operation against Charley's 
main base areas. Local govern- 
ment forces and the regular 
South Viet Nam army will 
continue the sweep-and-search 
operations in the hamlets. And 
every U.S. unit will be accom- 
panied by government police, 
who

A Calculated Risk 


But 
even . with that, 
the 


Americans are bound to become

hamlets no matter how much 
they resist, and that job can 
absorb manpower as a sponge 
absorbs water.

Texas Diplomacy Flops 


When President Johnson announced his 


plans for a tour of the Pacific along with 
the conference at Manila of the heads of 
state of those countries somewhat active 
on our side in the Vietnamese war, there 
was a lot of speculation over the purposes 
of the trip. A show of unity and strength, 
moves toward peace negotiations and an 
intent to upstage the Republicans just 
before the elections all seemed to be 
involved. 


If these were the reasons, the trip at 


this time appears to have been a 
momentous dud. 


In Manila there is an uproar over 


newspaper reports alleging that President 
Johnson, far from acting "an equal among 
equals," pounded the conference table and 
laid down the law about winning the war. 
In Australia a new party opposed to the 
government's policy on Viet Nam and the 
use of conscripts in the war has been 
formed and may influence to some extent 
the November elections for Parliament. In 
New Zealand the war has become the 
major issue in the coming elections. The 
North Korean raid which 
killed six 


American soldiers may have been intended 
to embarrass the 
South Koreans 
during 


President Johnson's visit but it may also 
have been to emphasize the need for 
troops at home so more Koreans would not 
be sent to Viet Nam. 
The pacification 


program has almost completely broken 
down in South Viet Nam since the 
Vietnamese troops at this time seem 
incapable of giving the security needed by 
the pacification teams. Unity has certainly 
not been demonstrably improved since 
the President went to Manila. 


Ambassador Goldberg insists he hears 


some "very faint, very indirect" signals 
from Asia that perhaps there might be an 
easing of the hard line against negoti- 
ations. But his ears must be especially 
sharp since no one else reports any such 
vibrations. More and more in fact the offer 
of the United States to withdraw all troops 
within six months of a halt in the fighting 
has been interpreted as a demand for 
unconditional surrender of the Commu- 
nists. Reports of concern among American 
military leaders over this offer have also 
raised the question about the sincerity of 
the proposal and have 
certainly not 


contributed to confidence hi the United 
States. 
Despite 
Secretary 
McNamara's 


statement at the LBJ ranch just before the 
elections that the draft calls in the next 
four months "will be significantly small- 
er," it is obvious that more Americans are 
headed for Viet Nam. 


The President returned from the trip 


understandably tired. He cancelled plans 
to campaign in several states although he 
claimed that he nad never made any such 
plans. Whether or not his impending 
operations or his fatigue changed 
his 


plans, there is now the suspicion that he 
fe?red the Republican victories and did 
not want to be personally tarnished. 
Certainly his Pacific tour did not elect any 
Democrats. 


Personal diplomacy can be a consider- 


able factor in international relations but 
there are also some dangerous pitfalls as 
President Kennedy discovered when he 
conferred with Premier Khrushchev. At 
this time it 
appears that President 


Johnson's efforts to solve the Pacific 
problems with a Texas style political 
barbecue only cooked up more trouble.

That represents a substantial 
rise over the figure of last year, even as 
every recent year has sftown a rising rate 
of growth in such courses. As state

demand. 


Hundreds of otherwise eligible students 
have, been turned away. 


These are young men and women who 


have 
completed 
normal 
high 
school 


programs. They have determined that 
technical training suits their aptitudes, 
interests and needs better than the 
academic orientation of the state colleges 
and universities where they would also be 
eligible to matriculate, at a considerably 
higher cost to the tax budget. These young

Until recently, however, these students 


were not considered in the policy-making 
for higher education at the state govern- 
ment level. State support was nominal. 
These were students enrolled at what were 
"local" institutions, primarily financed out 
of local taxes, primarily involved 
in 


programs operated by local governments 
and directed by local officials. 


But all that is changing. The vocational 


school program now is an integral part of 
the 
state 
higher 
education 
pattern, 


recognized in law and in fact. Vocational 
school representatives sit as equal partners 
on the Coordinating Committee for Higher 
Education^ the final authority in higher 
education direction and planning. State 
dollar support for the local schools has 
grown. It will continue to grow as the new 
district pattern of vocational and technical 
school service evolves, to assure that there 
is an equalization of financial liability 
concurrently with the 
equalization of 


training opportunity. 


That district concept has not been 


achieved. It has become apparent that it 
may not be easily achieved, either with 
respect to the selection of territory for 
particular districts, or with the sensitive 
matter of choosing governing boards. But 
the work is underway. The end of this year 
should show at least in a preliminary way 
the pattern of vocational school service 
and organization that the legislature has 
decreed must be operative by 1970.

In Move to New Jobs

So far this year, in an 


experimental project, 104 men 
and women, principally aero- 
space workers laid.off by a Sac- 
ramento, Calif., firm, have re- 


ceived financial help from the 
U.S. government so they could 
move to new jobs in California 
and as far away as Salt Lake 
City and Detroit.

Farley Granger Ref urns 
To Hollywood Career 


Left Film Stardom 13 Years Ago Because 


He Cou/dVf Act; Says He's Ready af 41 


By BOB THOMAS 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - 'I left 


Hollywood because I didn't 
know my craft," says Farley 
Granger. "I was a star, but I 
knew nothing of the techniques 
of acting. I iigured I'd better 
learn, or I'd be in trouble when 
the star aspects of my career 
wore off." 


Granger has returned to a 


Hollywood career after a 13- 
year absence. He admits to 
being 41, but it's hard to be- 
lieve. He still has the lean, boy- 
ish look—"tennis and caUsthe- 
rjcs help" - that thrilled fe- 
male hearts in the postwar peri- 
od. 


His last movie here was "The 


Girl in the Red Velvet Swing" in 
1955. He has returned for televi- 
sion shows and in repertory 
with Eva LeGallienne's compa- 
ny, but his home remained in 
New York. 


"Now I'm ready to settle 


down here again," he said. 
"There are 
some 
television 


shows in the wind, and a couple 
of movies, too. I mink I can 
handle whatever comes." 


He wasn't always so confi- 


dent. As a North Hollywood high 
school student in 1943, he had 
the notion he wanted to be an 
actor and got a job with a Little 
Theater on Highland Avenue. 
That was the extent of his dra- 
matic training. Samuel Gold- 
wyn's scouts spotted him and he 
was signed to a contract, which 
began with "North Star." 


After service in the Navy, 


Granger returned to find him- 
self a bobbysox idol. He made a 
number of routine films and a 
few he enjoyed, notably "They 
Live by Night" and two with 
Alfred Hitchcock, "Rope" and 
"Strangers on a Train." 


Granger engaged in a madcap 


romance with Shelley Winters 
which managed to reap a lot of 
mileage in the gossip columns 
and fan magazines.

Said Farley: "The only trou- 


ble with that picture was that it 
wasn't funny." 


Indeed he took a dim view of 


most of his films, and the view 
grew dimmer as he matured.

"I realized I was sliding by on
